two ways meet. So when the lover comes to him with 
his burden of sorrow he is sure of a sympathizing friend 
and a faithful adviser. The man of misplaced confi- 
dence is made stronger by the first failure, aud will be 
more careful whom he trusts hereafter. 

‘We live in youth amid a rabble of the passions,” 
and are tender, loving, and trusting toa fault; too fond 
of the sentimental and pleased with everything of ex- 
ternal parts. The gaudy show has its votaries in aged 
men of youthful minds who, having no restraints upon 
them, exercise their own will at pleasure. “But in most 
men these youthful overflowings cease,’ and the mind 


. unsatisfied passes out in search of grander themes, and 


reaches above self and selfish aims to man and his 
God. He is not satisfied in his progress with mere 
possession of life, he wants the assurance of its contin- 
uance and the perpetuity of its being. To solve the 
riddle of the sphinx he will consult the oracles of wis- 
dom, dive deeply into all philosophy, spend his years in 
poring over books and in reading men’s thoughts as 
they go in and out before him, to acknowledge at last 
that he is unable to solve it if his life is not the riddle. 
The various philosophies of life he condemns, for phi- 
losophy of life can not be written. Had he tried the 
abstract theories of men he would have worn 
out in making experiments and died before he became 
ready to live, for years must have passed ere he had 
settled which was the right course, and then habit would 
have held him with bands of iron.

They are persuaded that there is a brighter side to the 
life they are now living, and yet they do not make an 
experiment to find it; they reason, “Wait until I have 
settled this estate and then I will look at this heart of 
mine and see what it requires; if life requires revers- 
ing, then I will reverse it.””. But days pass, months go 
by, years creep on, the fatal stake is driven and life is 
at an end. 

But he who is guided by God’s law of cxuse and 
effect conceives all true living to be the development of 
the inner life and thought. And he who has spent his 
whole life in the influence of virtue is better able to 
judge of its sweets at old age than he who has not spent 
even the one tenth of his years in God’s service. The 
Psalmist speaks of his own experience, of what his 
eyes had seen, ana of what his soul had felt.

“RELATION OF THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC TO 
THE DESECRATION OF THE SABBATH.” 


BY MRS. A. E. WESTON. 





[The following, taken from the Union Signal (Chicago) 
of January 3lst, is a paper read by Mrs. Weston before 
the Dutchess County (N. Y.) W. C. T. Union, and pub- 
lished at their request. ] 

That they are related is an obvious fact. That the 
saloons are kept open on the Sabbath, unless prevented 
by strict laws and vigorous action of the police, is 
everywhere known. 
her own observations, and consider how many of the 
saloons within her own knowledge are faithfully closed 
on Saturday night and not opened till Monday morning. 
Let this business be compared, in this respect, with 
any other business whatsoever, and facts are abundant 
to show that the liquor traffic does go hand in hand 
with Sabbath desecration. 

Let an attempt be made to keep liquor shops closed 
on the Sabbath, let laws be passed looking to this end, 
like the “Smith Sunday Bill” of Ohio, the recent leg- 
islation in our own state affecting the Sunday traffic in 
New York and Brooklyn, or any other measures in- 
tended to enforce the quiet and moralitv of the Sab- 
bath by compelling liquor shops to submit to the same 
regulations that govern other kinds of business, and 
how soon a howl arises from all the liquor sellers and 
all their hangers-on in all parts of the country! What 
devices are resorted to to evade it! How policemen 
are feed to keep their eyes shut! How many back 
doors are opened on unfrequented alleys! And in spite 
of all endeavors how much of illicit traffic is still car- 
All these facts exist, 
and many others might be pointed out, showing that 
there is a close relation between the traffic in liquors 
and the desecration of the Sabbath day. 

The reason for all this persistence of the liquor sell- 
crs is that other fact, that their Sunday business is 
inore profitable than that of any other day of the week. 
Thus the beer gardens—a German institution which is 
rapidly becoming acclimated to this country—and simi- 
lar places of public resort are most largely frequented 
on the Sabbath. 

That German element in our population which is al- 
ways carefully weighed by political parties when the 
political aspect of the temperance question is under 
consideration, seems to put free liquors and free Sun- 
days in the same category, and restraint upon the one 
or the other meets from them the same opposition. 

Other facts might be named of the same tendency, 
but these are sufficient to show that the liquor traffic 
and the non-observance of the Sabbath are uniformly 
found together. Now, when we are studying the ab- 
struse principles and methods of inductive logic, we 
are taught that when two facts or phenomena are found 
uniformly co-existing, they may safely be said to be 
connected through some relation of cause and effect. 
Ave we not safe then in maintaining that the relation 
of the liquor traffic to Sabbath desecration is that of 
cause and effect? 

[t is doubtless true that in this case, as in all other 
moral questions, the influence is, to some extent, mutu- 
al. To some degree both are cause and both effect. 
The liquor traffic leads to the desecration of the Sab- 
bath, and the desecration of the Sabbath encourages 


Let any one call to mind facts of 





and fosters the traffic in intoxicating liquors, but our 
conviction is—a conviction which we think the facts 
will obviously sustain—that the liquor traffic is the 
first and leading offender. And a most important 
measure in establishing the quiet and proper observance 
of the Sabbath must be the suppression of the liquor 
traffic on that day, and, incidentally, it may be saiq 
that, in order to suppress it effectually on that day, it 
is necessary to suppress it on all other days. In other 
words, the final goal to which all paths lead is prohibj. 
tion. 3 

But how does it come about that this close relation 
exists between these two evils? It is a general princi- 
ple. that demoralizations go hand in hand. The letting 
in of one evil leaves an open door for the entrance of 
another. So demoralizations are both special and gener: 
al—the special leading to and strengthening the gener. 
al. The liquor traffic is an evil of a special kind, but 
no other special evil is so general in its influence and 
consequences. There is not an evil in the entire cata- 
logue of evils to which it does not minister. Its bane- 
ful effects are both direct and indirect, and among oth- 
er evils it ministers most effectually to Sabbath dese- 
cration. 

There are different circumstances which lead to this 
result. The practice of paying off workmen on Satur- 
day night puts them in funds, and the liquor seller 
stands ready to pounce upon the laboring man and get 
from him as much of his hard-earned money as he ean 
to fill his own coffers before the work is resumed on 
Monday morning. In this he is utterly without con- 
science. For the family at home, for the comfort of 
the wife and children, or even for the supply of the 
absolute necessaries of life, he has no regard. If the 
husband can be enticed away from his home, the fact 
that the wife is left there with a heart aching because 
the home and her companionship are deserted for the 
company of the low frequenters of the saloon and bar 
room, that the children are compelled to stay at home 
in hunger or walk the street in rags, bears with no 
weight upon his mind so long as the money that ought 
to supply their wants and give comfort to their home 
goes to increase the profits of his business and the 
funds that remain in his till. 

Thus he puts his victim in the sure way to violate, 
not only the sanctities of the day of rest, but all the 
sacred obligations resting upon him to home and family. 
The ruin wrought to the soul of the victim is not once 
thought of. All considerations of that kind have to 
be thrust aside before he enters upon the traffic at all. 

Another reason why the liquor traffie leads to the 
desecration of the Sabbath is the fact that drinking is 
eminently a social evil. Men rarely drink, or at least 
get drunk, by themselves. It is the treating and being 
treated, the hilarious companionship of the gilded sa- 
loon or the maudlin company of the low doggery that 
attracts the victims to these places, and holds them 
when they are there. As Sunday is a day of leisure 
and finds the workingman, as mentioned before, with 
some funds in his pocket, the liquor dealers fit up their 
saloons with special attractions to lure the social and 
company-loving people to their dens, that they may 
victimize them, one and all, to the fullest extent possi- 
ble. Thus it is that the liquor dealers cause the dese- 
cration of the Sabbath on their own premises. 

If this were all, the evil would be limited to the sa- 
loon, and the annoyance to those who live in its imme- 
diate neighborhood. But the going to and fro, the 
joining of a ride for pleasure or a walk for companion- 
ship, with a liquor shop either at the end of the jour- 
ney or on the way, or both, and the return through 
thoroughfares past our residences and before the eyes 
of men and children, after these rioters have been 
drinking and have become excited, noisy or besotted, 
cause a disturbance of public peace, a corruption of 
public morals, and sow the seeds of general desecration. 

Thus these frequénters of saloons and violators of 
the Sabbath become causes of public demoralization to 
those who are influenced by their example, a public 
nuisance to those who wish to enjoy in quiet the sacred 
privileges of the day, and a sore grief to those who 
regard the immortal interests of man, and _ believe the 
Sabbath and its observance to be a means appointed by 
God for the promotion of those interests. 

Jesus taught that the Sabbath was made for man; 
that is, for the highest interests of all mankind. The 
liquor seller takes it as made for himself, and for his 
own mercenary and ruinous ends. 

The Christian who believes with his Master that the

THE SECOND COMING OF THE CHRIST—No. 6.

I think if we could entirely disabuse ourselves of 
that, which to the Jews was their great cause of stumb- 
ling when our Lord was on the earth in personal form, 
and of that —the same thing—which was so hard to be 
eradicated from the minds of his disciples, to-wit: that 
the great mission of the Messiah—the Lord’s Christ— 
is to “restore again the kingdom to Israel’ (Acts 1: 
6), we could better comprehend the New Testament 
Scriptures when they speak of the coming again of our | 
Lord. 

It is true, most of the church have not so gross a 
view of his mission and work as the old Jews had of 
their expected Messiah; still, it is just as true that | 
much of their crudeness of understanding and miscon- | 
ception of his work yet remains. It indeed is strange | 
that in this nineteenth century, and near the close of it, | 
that many of us are still so «rude thit we think the | 
great God has been and is appeased by the cruel shed- | 
ding of blood; that the earth, purified by fire, and fit- | 
ted up for the final abode of the saints, is one great and | 
grand feature of the salvation by Jesus Christ—that by | 
certain rites and ceremonies of bodily and material | 
acts, or works, we are initiated into the kingdom of | 
heaven and kept therein; in short, that Christ’s king- | 
dom is of this world—is in any sense of this material | 
world. 

It is true that God created the heavens and the earth 
and all material things by his Son, the Christ, and gave | 
to them all laws, and that our Lord is ruler over all | 
materiality, but it is also true that the kingdom of God | 
—of heaven—of our Lord the Christ—as presented to | 
us in the New Testament, is a spiritual kingdom, not a | 
material one. It is a rule and reign in and over spirits, | 
not matter. 

If I understand rightly, Jesus came to earth to save | 
the spirits, sometimes termed the souls, of men; not 
their bodies, nor any of their material blessings, only | 
as they became better and more perfected, in conse- | 
quence of the redemption of the spirit, and its then 
subjecting them to the laws of their being. But it ap- 
pears to be difficult for the church to arise to this ini- 
tial of a proper comprehension of the teachings of the | 
New Testament. To me it is the key to unlock and en- 
joy its glorious inspirations. 

Now let us look at some of the works and teachings 
of our Lord and his apostles as presented to us in the 
divine word. 

And, first: Both Jesus and his apostles wrought a 
large number of miracles upon physical bodies and ma- 
terial things. Were not these a part of the great work 
and mission of Christ and of and for the church? I 
think not, only so far as they could be made efficient to 
catch and hold ‘the attention, and in conneetion with 
his and their teachings of life and love to secure in all 
men the faith that he was the Christ—the Son of God. 
Jesus did not come from heaven to earth to heal the 
physically sick, to cure the lepers, to open the eyes of 
the blind, to unstop deaf ears, and to call the dead back 
to life. He came to save sinners. He came that we 
might know God. He came to quicken the spirit with- 
in us and bring it forth in the image of God. He vame 
to be man’s spiritual Savior—teacher, inspirer, helper, 
life. He did some miraculous physical works, because 
men were then so much of the earth earthy that such 
works were necessary to get their attention and secure 
faith in him as the Son of God and Savior of souls. He, 
by the commandment of the Father, raised his own 
crucified body from the tomb, not to assure us that our 
dead bodies will be raised from the grave, any more 
than that the raising of the widow’s son or the brother 
of Martha and Mary are assurances that our dead chil- 








that he was Lord of all—both of the dead and the living 
—of those who live here and of those who are living in 
the hereafter. 


We have, as we have shown in a former article, no 
evidence of that material body ever ascending up to 
heaven; but rather, that that which ascended was the 
same that before descended. I presume none believe 
that the physical body of our Lord descended from God 
out of heaven when he who is our quickening spirit 
came down from the Father to do his will. In all 
this we learn that it is not the material but the spir- 
itual that the Christ came to save. And hence, in 
the glorious future, it is the spirit that is to be glo- 
rified. 

Again: Concerning the punishment that yet is in the 
future for the wicked we are still very crude. The be- 
lief in a literal lake of fire and brimstone has nearly 
vanished away, although there isa small section who 
believe that the earth will be purified by fire and be- 
come the final abode of the saints, and that when the 
burning takes place the wicked will be burned up—de- 
stroyed forever—cease to be. These are the most pro- 
found materialists. But beside these there are large num- 
bers who believe that the literal earth and literal heay- 
ens are to be consumed by a literal fire in the great day 
of judgment and perdition of ungodly men. Let us look 
at that thought a moment. 

Paul, in II. Thess. 2, speaks of one to whom he gives 
different names, as “that man of sin,” “that wicked son 
of perdition.”” This one, whoever he is, whether the 
ruling power of Mohammedanism, papacy, or domineer- 
ing dogmatism of any shade, the apostle says the “Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of his mouth.” 

And God said to his Prophet Jeremiah, “I will make 
my words in thy mouth fire, and this people wood, and 
it shall devour them.” Jer. 5: 14. 

In Isaiah 9: 5,6, we read, “But this shall be with 
burning and fuel of fire. For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a Son is given: and the government shall be 
uzon his shoulder,” ete. And in Isaiah 66: 16, “For 
by fire and by his sword wil! the Lord plead with all 
flesh.” 

From these passages I understand the fire, the de- 
vouring, the consuming, to be none other than the 
effects of the gospel of our Lord upon wicked institu- 
tions and wicked men, to-wit: purifying and cleansing 
all who repent and believe in Jesus as the Son of God, 
and overthrowing and in some astonishing sense and 
degree destroying all who reject the Christ and obey not 
his gospel. , 

Of this, however, I feel quite positive, that the trans- 
gressions of and disobedience to all spiritual laws and 


|} truths will be punished by the inflictions of spiritual 


penalties—not by physical ones. And, as it doth not 
yet appear what the true disciple of our Lord shall 
be, so I believe it doth not yet appear what the per- 
sistent sinner shall become or shall endure, especially in 
the great hereafter. 

Again: I am confident that the New Testament is 
emphatically a book of spirit-1al truths, and given to us 
to teach us in spiritual thirgs. And although it is in 
no sense in conflict with what are commonly termed 
natural laws and the sciences of material things, still I 
am fully persuaded that it was given to us to be our 
great text book and chart of spirituality, but not of 
materiality. It would be folly to make it our text book 
of navigation, of mechanism, of art, of bodily health 
and comfort, or of any physical science; but it is a 
fountain, a stream, an ocean, as yet unfathomed, of 
spiritual truths; and we can exercise no greater wisdom 
than to study it and to grow in the knowledge and ex- 
perience of those God-given and soul-saving truths. 


Having such views of the teachings of the New Tes- 
tament, when I read that the chaff he will burn with un- 
quenchable fire, that the taresare to be gathered together 
in bundles to burn them, of earthquakes in divers 
places, and of signs in the sun, moon, stars, clouds, 
heavens, etc., I try to gather some spiritual instruction, 
having no idea that these things were written to teach 
me of things to be manifested in the material world any 
more than that the parable of the sower was intended 
to instruct me how to raise a crop of wheat. Hence, 
also, when I read that remarkable passage in II. Peter 
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3: 10, of the day of the Lord “in the which the heav- 
ens shall pass away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with a fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned up,” and that 
it is “the day of judgmentand perdition of ungodly men,” 
I understand him to teach us of spiritual things, and not 
concerning the material. 

I incline to the opinion that “the day of the Lord” 
—‘‘the day of judgment,” ete.—is the Christian age, 
the reign of the Christ, the age in which all things are 
being subdued to him, which especially began on the 
great day of Pentecost, and which will continue until 
all things are put under him, for says Peter, “One day 
with the Lord is as athousand years;”’ that is, as a long, 
unknown period. And Jesus himself also said, just 
before his crucifixion, “Now is the judgment of this 
world, now shall the prince of this world be cast out,” 
teaching to my understanding that the day of judgment 
—the judgment of this world and the perdition of un- 
godly men—had then or was about to be commenced. 
The full extent of that great work which Peter presents 
to us in such an astonishing figure, and of which, I 
think, we could gain no just idea but by a figure, doth 
not yetappear. But enough hathalready appeared that 
we may be assured that out of the once and even yet very 
corrupt spiritual heavens and earth—the religious and 
civil institutions on earth—he will purify to himself a 
people—a great people, whom no man can number—that 
shall be zealous of good works, whose God is the Lord, 
and that, though hand join in hand, the wicked shall 
not be unpunished. 

“But,” says the objector, ‘does not Peter, in speak- 
ing of the destruction of the heavens and earth by fire, 
speak of it in connection with the destruction of the 
earth once by water?” I think not. His words are, 
“The world that then was, being overflowed by water, 
perished.” Surely the earth itself did not perish, only 
the living things upon it perished. The living world 
was what was destroyed by the flood. This, therefore, 
if it: serves to prove anything, tends to prove our posi- 
tion; that the Christ is a spiritual Savior; that the 
New Testament is a book of spiritual teachings, and 
not of materiality. 

Our Lord, then, as I understand his mission and work, 
has been, and is, and will continue to be, engaged 
in his great spiritual work of redemption until he per- 
fects ‘the new heavens and the new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness’ —until he has in heaven an in- 
numerable number of glorified ones, and his will is 
done on earth as it is in heaven. 

“Ride on, all conquering King, ride on, 
Till earth, as heaven, thy praise proclaims.”

Jesus was walking in the temple in Solomon’s porch. | Wendell Phillips did even the kind of work that Jesus 


The Jews around asked him to solve their doubts con- 
cerning him by telling them plainly whether he was 
the Christ. He answered that he had already told 
them, but they would not believe him; that his works, 
done in the name of his Father, bore witness of him; 
and that the reason why they would not believe him 
was because they were not his sheep. He then declar- 
ed: 

“T and my Father are one. Then the Jews took up 
stones again to stone him. Jesus answered them, Many 
good works have I shewed you from my Father; for 
which of these works do ye stone me? The Jews an- 
swered him, saying, For a good work we stone thee not, 
but for blasphemy, and because that thou, being a man, 
makest thyself God. Jesus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said ye are gods? If he called 
them gods unto whom the word of God came, and the 
scripture can not be broken, say ye of him whom the 
Father hath sanctified, and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest, because I said, Iam the Son of God?’ 

For what reason was this charge of blasphemy 
brought against Jesus? Was it because those making 
it hated him and desired an excuse for stoning him to 
death? If so, was their feeling honest? Did they 
really believe their accusation true? Did they honest- 
ly think that Jesus had spoken injuriously of God in 
calling himself his Son? Did they actually suppose 
that his utterances amounted to a practical declaration 
of equality with God? This was the accusation upon 
which Christ was at last put to death. Was it a true 
or false one? Orthodoxy to-day says Christ was and is 
equal with the Father; is that blasphemy? Is it guilty 
ot blasphemy? Peter, addressing the Jews who had 
secured the crucifixion of Jesus on this charge of blas- 
phemy, said, ‘And now, brethren, I wot that through 
ignorance ye did it, as did also your rulers.” In saying 
this he spake by authority, for Jesus, when dying on 
the cross, prayed for these same men—* Father, fo: give 
them; they know not what they do.” 

This charge of blasphemy, like the charge of heresy, 
unsound doctrine, and the like, is one that is often 
brought by men against their fellows, and I often won- 
der whether those preferring it do it from ill will and 
malice, or whether it is “through ignorance.” 

Again: It seems as though some men ean hardly ex- 
press themselves on any subject, but they are straight- 
way set upon by others who pelt them with the hardest 
enithets and nastiest sayings they are capable of. Why 
this is so is a mystery to one not in the secret, and so, 
wishing to be controlled by that charity which thinketh 
no evil, I am led to suppose that it is through ignorance 
they do it. Bro. J. D. Childs seems one of those per- 
sons who are always drawing fire. Of all the writers 
for the HERALD he seems the oftenest assailed, and I 
must say that (having noticed this thing going on for 
several years) it is getting rather monotonous. 

A short time ago an article from him on ‘Wendell 
Phillips’ appeared in the Hrrawp, which has been 
criticised in the most extravagant style. The follow- 
ing are extracts from it, on which the criticisms are 
based and flings made: 

‘Phillips was pre-eminently a humanitarian, and gave 
his life to its sacred cause. We say that Wendell Phil- 
lips is dead, but he is not dead—he has only passed on. 
He has heard and followed that Divine voice that said 
to him, ‘Come up higher! Thou hast been faithful over 
afew things, I will make you ruler over much.’ He was 
faithful until death. A crown of life and a throne 
among immortal civilians are his. 

“What did Phillips do? He did, in kind and degree, 
what Jesus did. He helped bind and kill that blind 
giant, the secesh devil. His sword cut to the very heart 
of tyrants. He was the friend of the oppressed in all 
lands. He was the dumb man’s orator; he spoke for 
them, when to do so meant mobs, ostracism, death. Ere 
this Jesus has said to Wendell Phillips: ‘Receive thy 
crown. Angels, invest him with a white robe with a 
searlet fringe, the symbol of love. Phillips, enter the 
ranks of the heavenly hierarchy. Inasmuch as ye did 
it unto one of these my brethren, even the least, ye did 
it unto me.’”’ 

Two weeks after the appearance of this worthy trib- 
ute to the labors of one of God's noblemen appeared 
an article criticising it, entitled “EKulogium Extrava- 
ganza,” that seemed to me a decided criticism extrava- 
ganza, containing the following: 


did. We never hear of Wendell Phillips saying to any 
soul afflicted with consciousness of sin, ‘Thy sins are 
forgiven thee;’ or asserting that ‘I have power on earth to 
forgive sins;’ or declaring, ‘All power is given unto me, 
both in heaven and on earth.’ And, personally, I, as 
one of the readers of the HERALD, feel that the declara- 
tion that Wendell Phillips ‘did in degree’ the work that 
Jesus did is not only sacrilegious, but falls little short 
of blasphemy.” 

To quote part of a sentence, as is done in this 
critique, is unfair, for it misrepresents the writer, as any 
school boy or girl that can read may plainly see. Bro. 
Childs plainly stated what kind of work it was that 
Phillips did that was like Christ’s, consequently all the 
remarks about forgiving sin and power in heaven or 
on earth are altogether out of place. As to the degree 
of work of the kind named we ask in all candor, Did 
Christ in his lifetime succeed as well as Phillips? Re- 
member that Jesus said:. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that believeth on 
me, the works that I do shall he do also: and greater 
works than these shall he do, because I go unto my Fa- 
ther.” 

I do not know that Bro. Childs meant his word “de- 

gree’ to be understood in this sense. He may have 
intended it in a more limited one; at any rate, I can 
see no reasonable grounds for the charge of saying 
something “sacrilegious,” and that ‘falls little short of 
blasphemy.” If we are going into exact phraseology 
and verbal criticism, I much fear the HERALD writers 
will grow few. 
- By-the-by, a thing either is or is not, consequently, 
that which is little less than blasphemy is not blasphe- 
my at all, and some things written in the HERALD fall 
a little short of candor and common sense. 

Next comes a brother, from ‘“‘way down in Maine,” 
who says: 

“As I take up the HERALD of February 28th, my eyes 
catch the name of ‘Wendell Phillips,’ and by reading I 
tind connected with the namea eulogy of the man (Phil- 
lips) by J. D. Childs, of Shelby, N. Y., in which he says, 
‘Phillips was pre-eminently a humanitarian, and gave 
his life to its sacred cause.’ From this and previous 
writings of Bro. Childs I am led to think he (Childs) is 
nu humanitarian; that is to say, he holds that ‘Jesus 
Christ was a mere man.’ 

3ut as Tread on Iam in the dark again. It reads, ‘He 
(Phillips) has heard and followed that Divine voice that 
said to him, Come up higher.’ A Divine voice from a 
human Christ! Pray, do give us light. Again he says, 
‘Ere this Jesus has said to Wendell Phillips, Receive 
thy crown.’ Then the ‘crowning day is come?’ Please 
do, Bro. Childs, explain Matt. 16: 27, also Matt. 25: 31-47 
or last verse, and will there be stars added to the crown 
after it is given? as it is said ‘the great lights that Wen- 
dell Phillips fed and nourished are not extinguished in 
the River of death,’ but are as ‘eternal as the sun.’ 
(Those lights are influences for good I suppose.) Pray, 
tell us, brother, when the stars will all be in and the 
crown complete.” 

One of the charges often made against our people is 
that they hold Christ to be a mere man. Of course 
the charge is infamously false. For what reason is it 
made? Are those who make them animated by a bit- 
ter, hateful feeling, or is it through ignorance they do #? 
Who is the man who makes this wanton charge against 
a brother from whose writings he (S. G. Wheeler) 
claims he has formed his opinion? If he wished really 
to know the truth, doubtless Bro. Childs can in- 
form him correctly. But no, this does not suit. He 
prefers to publish to the world his inference, a mere 
ipse dixit. T have read Bro. Childs’ writings in the 
HERALD for about cight years, and have not yet reach- 
ed the conclusion that he regards Christ as “a mere 
man.” 

Let us leave the “mere” out of the question and see 
what the Bible says of Christ. He repeatedly called 
himself “the Son of man.”’ The prophet spoke of him as 
“a man of sorrows.” Paul calls him “the man Christ 
Jesus.” He was called “the Son of God.” Believers 
are called “sons of God.”’ Of him itis said, “In him 
dwelt all the fullness of the God-head bodily.” Of be- 
lievers it is said, “The fullness of God dwells in them.” 
It surely can not be wrong to speak of Christ as a man, 
for it is scriptural. See also Scripture quoted in begin- 
ning of this article.

In this sense 
Wendell Phillips was a humanitarian, so was Jesus 
Christ, and so is every true Christian. This being true, 
the questions founded on the misapprehension need no 
answering.

John 17: 2), and will be re- 
warded for their deeds of loving kindness and tender 
mercy, while inhuman persons, those who are selfish and 
unkind to their fellow-men on earth, will go into eterna] 
punishment in company with the devils trey are so much 
like. 

As to stars and crowns, certainly persons whose ideas 
are not exceedingly gross and material understand them 
to represent spiritual enjoyments indescribable be- 
cause unknown. “Kye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepated for them that love him,” 
I., Cor. 2: 9. : 

Now, brethren, in your treatment of Bro. Childs re- 
member that even if he were in error your duty is to 
endeavor to reclaim him by Christian methods, not to 
try to make him appear small or bad in the eyes of the 
public. If you are not sure you understand him or 
any one else, be careful. ‘Do nothing rashly.” Any- 
body can ask questions. A fool can ask questions that 
the wisest man living can not answer. Anybody may 
ask questions, but it is best to avoid asking for the same 
reasons as those mentioned in Matt. 22: 15. “I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it.’”” You were ignorant of 
our brother’s meaning, that is, if I have a correct un- 
derstanding of his article. Please—‘As you would 
that men should do unto you, do ye also unto them,”

CANADA, : 

Orono.—During the past two months we have had 
some of the bitter experiences of life. On the morning 
of February 27th our family circle was once more broken 
by death in the removal of our youngest daughter, dear 
little Bertha. She died of meningitis induced by a fall 
on the ice while attempting to slide at school. -Her ill- 
ness, which lasted three weeks, was severe, her suffer- 
ing intense. It was hard to part, but we laid her away 
in hope, trusting we shall meet her again in that glori- 
ous home, where “there shall be no more death.’’...... 
Then followed the death of Bro. William Trull, February 
28th, aged eighty-two years—one of the oldest members 
of the church here. Since the death of his companion, 
in October last, he has been gradually sinking, until on 
the above date death came and the battle of life was 
over. Bro. and Sister Trull celebrated their golden 
wedding July 1, 1876, and from the account thereof, 
which appeared in the Bowmanville Statesman at the 
time, we clip the following: “‘Mr. Trull said his father 
came over here in A. D. 1794, in company with Mr. John 
Burk and Roger Conat, from the United States. They 
were the first settlers of the township of Darlington, 
and brought their families and household effects in 
small boats around the head of the lake, and their stock 
—two cows and one horse—were driven around the shore 
on foot. After surmounting innumerable difficulties 
and dangers on their journey they landed in October on 
the beach about a mile east of Barber’s Creek, now Port 
Darlington. Here they were surrounded by the prime- 
val forest, the only human inhabitants being the savage 
Indians, who looked with jealousy on the encroachment 
of the whites. Thus landed in a new, wild country, 
with winter near at hand, they set to work to build log 
shanties which were plastered inside with mud, and had 
bark covering for roof. These early inhabitants spent 
much of their time in hunting and fishing, as game and 
fish were very plentiful, and of course could be procur- 
ed with but little trouble. A great inconvenience to 
them was the want of a mill to grind their grain and 
corn—the nearest mill being near the foot of Lake Onta- 
rio, some sixty miles distant. They went to mill in 
canoes which usually took them two or three weeks. 
Some had large coffee mills which were used to grind or 
crack their grain; others hollowed out the top of a stump 
in which they placed their corn and pounded it, until fit 
to cook, with a heavy wooden pounder attached to a 
swing pole. The Indians were generally kind to these 
first settlers, and willing to divide with them, but they 
also insisted on having a share of anything the whites 
had. This was frequently a mutual advantage. As 
soon as there was a road constructed, so that they could 
drive their oxen and carts to York (now Toronto), they 
thought they were all right, never dreaming that they 
would live to see the iron horse going over this country 
at such a fearful rate, or that they would ever see this 
township in anything like its present condition. Mr. 
W. Trull spent the most of his life near the lake shore in 
this township. He was fond of water, having been cap- 
tain of schooners for six years, and built a large schoon- 
er in 1835, which was successfully launched from the 
beach near his farm. He was very fond of fishing and 
hunting, and said he distinctly remembered catching as 
many as five hundred salmon in one night with a spear, 
having at one time caught seventy-two salmon while 
one light-jack of pine was burning out. He also remem- 
bered of killing thirty-four wild pigeons at one shot 
with a single-barrel shot gun. When mail communica- 
tions were so established that they could hear from their 
relations in the old country once a year, they felt quite 
satisfied, never thinking that they would live to see the 
time when daily communications could be had with 
their friends in Great Britain. When the country was 
so far settled that they could go to meeting, or market 
in a wagon, or long sleigh with a painted box, the wo- 
men being able to have calico dresses for best, they then 
were happy and contented.”—J. H. Snoutts, April 21st.

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ROBBER. 


Robber: one who takes from another by force or in- 
timidation that of which he had no right to take pos- 
session; sometimes modified by the term steal. Wheth- 
er we use the term rob or steal, it is certainly far from 
being creditable to the person who deservedly merits 
the accusation. There is certainly a better way of ob- 
taining what we desire to possess than by wresting it 
from its lawful owner by force or without his know]l- 
edge. 

But is there not another definition in which this 
term may truthfully be applied? Suppose that I con- 
sent to allow Mr. A to take possession of my goods, 
with the privilege of using them for his profit, with the 
proviso that he is to give me a very small portion yearly 
as an acknowledgment of ownership, and to deliver up 
the original amount when demanded. Very well; he 
is frequently reminded of the first part of his obliga- 
tion, but fails to meet that obligation. Finally the de- 
mand is made for the original amount. He chooses to 
retain my goods by refusing to déliver them up, simply 
because he has been in possession of them for such a 
length of time, presuming that because I have not ex- 
acted the first part of the obligation that I will allow 
the latter to go by default. 2 

As in the above instance, Mr. A has possession of 
something that does not belong to him, and bids defi- 
ance to its owner. 

The circumstances, I admit, are different; the results 
are most assuredly the same. If there is any difference, 
the disadvantage is in favor of the latter.. In the light 
of the latter definition the whole human family is, to a 
great extent, guilty of the serious charge of robbery. 
Are we not assured in the word of God that the “earth 
is the Lord’s and the fullness thereof?’ Only let this 
fact be admitted and there is nothing left to which any 
person can lay claim by saying this thing or that thing 
belongs to me—it is mine. 

We dare not lay claim to our own persons. ‘Ye are 
not your own.” “God hath formed and fashioned us, 
and not we ourselves.” “We have been redeemed not 
with corruptible things such as silver and gold, but 
with the precious blood of Christ.” 

If, then, we are God’s by right of creation, preserva- 
tion, and redemption, he certainly has claims upon us— 
claims that it is our duty to acknowledge. For the 
benefit of the reader we might be excused if we point 
out a few of those claims. 

1. God claims our attention. “Hear, O heavens, and 
give ear, O earth!” “Hear, O Israel!” ‘Come and let 
us reason together,” etc. We might multiply without 
end. 

The hearing’ear, its adaptation to sound, and the un- 
derstanding heart, reveals to us the infinite wisdom of 
God. The ability to hear is a blessing that very many 
do not seem to appreciate; they seem to forget that it 
is given to them of God for their profit. When he 
claims our attention can we be indifferent to those 
claims and be clear of the charge of robbery? Most 
assuredly not. We would scarcely do less to an in- 
ferior. 

If our eternal destiny were not at stake, the demand 
is most reasonable. We would not think of treating 
our fellow so discourteously, even though he should be 
far beneath us as to position. 

There are other reasons, however, why we should 
give God our attention. In the Bible we are told that 
“faith comes by hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God.” Putting it ina little different form, God hath 
made known to us certain things which have a bearing 
upon our future welfare, that our eternal happiness in 
some sense depends upon our understanding and be- 
lieving them; that in order to a proper understanding 
of the same we require to give our prayerful attention; 
that the life of the soul hangs on this point. We re- 
fuse—the soul is lost, for which Christ died. How ex- 
ceedingly unwise are those (to say nothing of the insult 
offered to the best of all beings) who refuse to accede 
to God’s demands in this respect! 

2. God claims our influence, our example, our life-serv- 
ice. “Let your light so shine that others may see your 
good works and glorify your Father which isin heaven.” 
“If any man would be my disciple, let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross and follow me.” ‘These are 
they which come out of great tribulation, and have 
washed their robes in the blood of the Lamb.” 

Heaven the reward of a well fought battle, Christ the 
Captain of the Lord’s host; sin, death, and the wicked 









one are the foes to be subdued. Surely these will re- 
quire all our energies, the exercise of our noblest pow- 
ers. Why rob God’s cause of our influence—the world 
of a proper example? Why refuse to identify ourselves 
with God and his truth? Is it more honorable to use 
God’s gifts, which he has put in our possession, to 
strengthen and encourage evil in a way that will prove 
disastrous in the end? 

Dear reader, you are God’s servant else you are the 
servant of the wicked one; there is no neutral ground. 
God’s claims are reasonable and just. Will you not ac- 
knowledge them by using your influence, the noblest 
powers of your being, for the building up of his cause 
in the earth? “The harvest truly is great, but the 
laborers are few.”” Enter the ranks at once; gird on 
the whole armor of God; engage in the conflict; fight 
manfully the battles of the Lord. Your reward shall 


be sure. 
3. God claims a portion of our substance. Of the 


Jews he demanded a tenth of all their increase. His 
portion, though the smallest, came the first in order, 
and was to be of the very best quality. The first ripe 
fruits, the best of the flock, without blemish. The ac- 
cusation laid to their charge was, not that they had 
ceased to bring in their offerings, nor that they had pos- 
itively refused to do so, but that their offerings were of 
an inferior quality. ‘The blind, the sick, the lame,” 
in their estimation, were good enough for God. Not 
very creditable, indeed, to offer unto God that which 
was of little or no value to themselves. Like many at 
the present day, if they happen to have a doubtful note, 
a spurious bank-bill, or a bogus nickel, that will do for 
the Lord’s treasury. 

_ Were the Jewish people under obligations to give to 
the Lord one tenth of all their increase and chargeable 
with robbery for withholding a portion of the same? 
If so, are not those living under the gospel despensa- 
tion equally chargeable? Most assuredly. Our bless- 
ings are greater, and consequently our obligations must 
be greater also. Men are willing to give their fellows 
six, eight, fifteen, twenty per cent. for the use of their 
money, while God is allowed to go by default. What 
have you to say to the charge, dear reader? Guilty or 
not guilty? Which? 

I doubt not but that the curse of God is resting upon 
the people now asin ancient time because of their great 
sin in not honoring him with their substance. There 
is that which withholds more than is meet, and tends 
to poverty. The promise of God is that the liberal 
soul shall be made fat. To the disciples Jesus said, 
‘There is no man that hath left houses and lands,”’ ete., 
“for my sake, but shall have in this present time a hun- 
dred-fold, and in the world to come life everlasting.” 

The story of Mr. Colgate, as related in the HERALD 
of January 3lst, is only a confirmation of God’s faith- 
fulness in the fulfillment of his promises. The words 
of the old canal captain, “Give to the Lord all that be- 
longs to him of every dollar you earn,” had a blessed 
effect upon that young man’s life. While in a strange 
city and far from home, pressed by want, he resolved to 
carry out the advice of his old friend. The first dollar 
carned must be divided. God must have his share first. 
“Tf the Lord will accept the tenth, he shall have it.”’ 
Time passes. He is now established in business. List- 
en to his instructions to his secretary: “Open up an 
account with the Lord and carry one tenth of all my 
income to that account.’’ Business increases, his fam- 
ily is abundantly blessed, he is growing richer, and 
faster than he had ever hoped. Nowthe Lord must 
have two tenths; he prospers still more. Now he gives 
three, four, then five tenths. His family receives a 
first-class education, his plans for life are all arranged 
and settled, and now the Lord shall have all his in- 
crease. He prospers more than ever. Not only was he 
in a position to donate millions of dollars for the bene- 
fit of mankind and the glory of God, but his noble life 
will have left a rich fragrance when his lips are sealed 
in death.

There is a 
proverb that the women were last at the cross and the 
first at the sepulcher. 

Assistant Secretary—That is very true; but prov- 
erbsdo not prove anything. What I said was that men 
were last at the sepulcher on the day when the body of 
Jesus was laid away. . 

Miss Farrand—Well, how do you know that? 
do you prove it? 

Assistant Secretary—By this fact: the women beheld 
where Joseph and Nicodemus laid the body of Jesus, 
but did not wait until those men had left the tomb. 

Miss Farrand—How can you prove that they did not 
wait ? 

Assistant Secretary—By this: Joseph and Nicode- 
mus embalmed the body of Jesus, but the women did 
not know it, for they bought sweet spices to anoint the 
body of Jesus on the morning of the resurrection. If 
they had waited at the tomb they would have seen what 
Joseph and Nicodemus were doing, and they would not 
have expected to do it themselves on the morning of 
the resurrection. Their ignorance of that which had 
been done shows they were not there. They went away 
before the men did. 

Miss Farrand—Nevertheless, I do not think it was 
anything against the women that they did not stay. 
Even now, when there is no danger in staying at the 
grave of those we love, we do not remain there, but on 
seeing the body lowered to its last resting-place we go 
on our way, leaving the final work to be done by those 
who do not love the departed as well as ourselves. 

Mrs. Heller—But we must not say that Joseph and 
Nicodemus did not love Jesus as well as any one else, 
for their burying Jesus was with them a labor of’ love, 
and it might have been very injurious to them, for we 
know that it was very dangerous, for we read that Jo- 
seph went in boldly unto Pilate and begged the body of 
Jesus.

Mr. Burgstreser—This very good reason—that they | 


brought a mixture of spices, of myrrh and alocs—aloes 
different from what we call by that name and far more 
costly, a mixture of a hundred pounds weight. They 
took this immense quantity of spices and wrapped them 
unto the body of Jesus in linen cloth. When Gama- 


liel, a highly honored man of those ages, was anointed, 


they only used eighty pounds, and that was considered 
a great quantity. Hence the use of one hundred 
pounds in the case of Jesus shows that the work was 
one of great love, and that it was perfectly done, for 
men spending so much for spices would not neglect 
anything that could serve to make their work perfect.

He walked with the 
two disciples that went to Emmaus, and reasoned with 
them out of the Scriptures concerning his own death | 
and resurrection, and was only made known in the 
breaking of bread with them where they had turned in 
to tarry during the night. The first real gathering, or 
what we might call official gathering, of the apostles | 
took place that night at Jerusalem. They were all | 
there except Thomas, and Judas, who was dead. There 
were also others present beside the apostles, as Luke 
informs us. The two disciples returned from Emmaus 
and found this company gathered together, and were 
greeted with the news that Jesus was indeed risen from 
the dead and had appeared to Simon—that is, Peter. 
They were beginning to believe the reports of the 
women. The two from Emmaus told then what they | 





story Jesus himself stood among them. Jesus ap- | 
peared to all these persons the first day, to women and 
to men; in the garden, on the highway, and in build- 
ings; by night and by day; in the forenoon, afternoon, | 
and evening.

The examination of Jesus’ hands and feet, the 
hearing his voice, the seeing him eat and eat that which 
they had prepared, all must have united to convince 
them that the body which had been buried in the grave 
of Joseph on the Friday before actually stood before 
them. Accordingly we find that those men believed 
that Jesus rose from the dead. They were the men 
who were situated in such circumstances that they 
could detect any mistake better than others. But they 
went forth preaching at the risk of their lives that 
Jesus had risen from the dead. The resurrection of 
Jesus isa fact that must be disproved by the enemies 
of the religion of the Savior before they ean be logical.

—The village of Jamestown, thirty miles east of this 
city, suffered a fearful wreck by a cyclone at 5 o'clock 
p. M. of last Sunday. The north half of the village is 
in utter ruin. The wind came from the west, passing 
through the fair-grounds and up street, covering a 
space not to exceed three hundred feet in width. All 
houses in its track were lifted from their foundations 
and ground into powder. The Baptist Church, a new 
brick structure, was in its path and was utterly demol- 
ished. The United Presbyterian Church was a little 
to one side and was partially uncovered. The Chris- 
tian Church was on the other side of its course, and 
suffered to about the same extent as the United Presby- 
terian, save that the towers are not thrown down. The 
M. E. Church lost its tall spire and part of the roof, 
and the glass badly broken. The Catholic Church, a 
wooden building, was moved from its foundation and 
much damaged. Seven persons were killed and about 
fifty others more or less injured. Three hundred peo- 
ple are homeless, many of whom have lost everything 
they possessed. We spent two hours at the place on 
Monday, and the sight was truly distressing. Our Bro. 
Newhouse was not in the path of the strongest current, 
and he suffered but little damage except the destruc- 
tion of the frame of lis new residence, which had been 
put up a day or two before. Bro. M. O. Adams, John 
Rader, George K. Jenkins, Mrs. Boteler, and some 
others of our church people, suffered severely. Mr. 
Jenkins’ little daughter and niece and Mrs. Boteler’s 
daughter were among those that were killed. 





NEITHER IS THERE SALVATION IN ANY 
OTHER. 

No one can dispute the claim which the gospel makes 
for the name of Christ. Wearecompelled to admit the 
pre-eminence and all-inclusiveness of his personal 
Saviorhood or else reject the gospel itself. ‘He is the 
door, and whosoever attempts to climb up by any other 








































way isathiefandarobber. Every one that is of God 
heareth him.” He claimed to be the truth itself, and 
no one can reject him without rejecting the most real of 
all the realities that God can offer to men. He is not 
only pre-eminent and all-inclusive truth, but he is also 
the truth to the exclusion of all others and all else that 
have undertaken to reveal to men the will and character 
of God. - 

Many thoughtful men are ready to concede to him an 
eminent position as a teacher of truth. Indeed, but 
few that are thoughtful are disposed to deny his pre- 
eminence. But when it is claimed that he is the ex- 
clusive impersovation of the truth they object. That 
he is one of the great teachers and leaders through 
whose wisdom the world may be saved from error, 
ignorance, and sin may be true, they say, but that men 
are to be saved through him, and him alone, can not 
be true. 

It is argued that he came into the world after many 
centuries of its history had been made up; that but a 
small minority of the human race have ever heard of his 
name, and that of those who profess to be his followers 
but very few have any just conceptions of his character 
or any elevating view of his mission; that the great 
moral truths taught by him had been taught by others 
before him. So that the exclusiveness of his claim 
could not be maintained except at the expense of the 
truth of history and upon the hypothesis of a very lim- 
ited and partial providence. 


But his claims as made by himself must be main- 
tained, else his character as a teacher of truth or a man 
of wisdom and goodness must be abandoned altogether. 
We can not play fast and loose with the Christ. If his 
pretensions are not founded in fact then he is either a 
deluded crank or a brazen imposture. For he set up 
the claim of exclusive Messiahship for himself and 
predicated the authority and character of all his teach- 
ings ‘upon that pretension of his mission! It follows, 
then, that if he is not what he professed to be, he can 
have no claim to the high character which has been 
allowed him. He can not be one of the world’s wisest 
and best leaders and an impostor, or a deluded fanatic, 
at the same time. 


On the question of the lateness of his coming it may 
be remarked that the plausibility of the objection 
gathers its principal weight from a misapprehension of 
what Christ is. “The Word of God” did not have his 
beginning in the days of Augustus Cesar. “In the be- 
zinning was the Word;” “This is he that was with the 
church in the wilderness;” ‘And they all did drink of 
the spiritual rock that did follow them and that was 
Christ.’ Christ is the spirit of goodness, truth, and 
love. He is the Word of God—God’s utterance of 
himself. It was “the spirit of Christ that was in the 
prophets when they testified beforehand of the suffer- 
ings of Christ and the glory that should follow.”” When 
(tod uttered his will and pleasure in the creation of the 
worlds it was by his Son. “By his Word were all 
things made that were made.” Hence it follows that 
the Christ did not delay his coming, but that he was in 
the world from the time the morning stars sang together 
for joy. That this Word of God was made flesh and 
dwelt among us is the great fact in history for which we 
are contending, and that this historic Christ, who was the 
son of Mary, is the embodiment and impersonation of 
truth and goodness—the one and the only one in whom 
all fullness dwells—is the one grand truth upon which 
we challenge controversy. That he did not appear 
among men as one of their number at an earlier date in 
history was for reasons good and sufficient. Why is it 
that human beings are born without teeth? Why is it 
that nature at first gives them a temporary set? At 
the first they do not need them at all, and the tempo- 
rary set is given to fill the demand until there is suf- 
ficient development of mouth room to make the use of 
a full set practicable and useful. Our race has learned 
its lessons slowly, and its teachers have come to it as 
fast as the pupils were fitted for instruction. Christ 
came not to teach truth as a form, but to give himself 
to men as an inspiration and consciousness of the reali- 
ties of the life of spiritual goodness. It is not admitted 
that the truth he taught had been taught by any one be- 
fore him, nor is it admitted that all who preceded him 
are equal tohim. It is admitted that truth, justice, 
and mercy were recognized long prior to his advent as 
fundamental moral principles, but the questions, What 
is truth? what is justice? were unanswered and unan- 
swerable until the coming of him who is himself the 
truth. Who of the world’s teachers has revealed the 


character of God as a Father, every purpose of whose 
will and every act of whose providence is conditioned 
in holiness, justice, and mercy? Does not every one un- 
derstand how utterly impotent and ineffectual it must 
be to give instruction to men on questions of duty to 
God and to men, while the true character of God re- 
mained unknown, or while it was portrayed under the 
moral qualities of Moloch or Baal?

No amount of wise teaching in morals can avail to ele- 


vate the life and character of that person whose god js 
a monster. The Greek philosophers were wise and ear- 


nest in the study of the great problem of human life, 


but the gods whom their pupils worshiped were the 
deified passions of men—monsters of tyranny, treach- 
ery, lust, and cruelty. Hence when Jesus reveals the 


Father to the souls of men his truth rises infinitely 


above all else that has been taught or can be taught by 
any other or by all others taken together. 


It is not true that but a minority of the race have 
known of this Christ. He is the true light that light- 
eneth every man that cometh into the world. As he 
was before Abraham and before Moses, so he was after 
Paul, after Milton, Newton, and Fox, and so he will 


continue to be until the kingdoms of this world shall 
become the kingdoms of our God and of his Christ, 


He is the Alpha and the Omega. Whatever there is 
that is good in the doctrines of any system of philoso- 
phy or scheme of ethics is good just to the extent that 
it is like Christ, and true just to the extent that it is 
a part-of which he is the whole. Wherever the 
His exelu- 
siveness, then, does not exclude whatever of truth or 


goodness may have been taught by others, but it con- 
sists in the fact that he not only includes all truth and 
all goodness, but is himself its source and foundation. 


A further and most important consideration is that 


Christ is not only the embodiment and impersonation 
of all true knowledge of God and all right conscious- 


ness of duty and destiny, but he is the truth without 
He is the light, and there is no darkness in 
him. In this, too, he is far above and beyond all com- 
parison. Hence, the argument that Christ is known to 
but few can have no just bearing upon his claim to be 
the only Savior of men; for it is formed upon a misap- 
prehension of what he is. 

All history and all experience attest the truth of his 
claim. Heis Lord to the glory of God the Father, 
neither is there salvation in any other.

God will raise up the man, and 
from the ‘Boys in Blue’ God will raise up and call forth 
the leader; and the nation, saved, will come forth and 
achieve a grander destiny than was ever dreamed of in 
the ages gone by.” 

He met my reply with an indignant silence that re- 
fused words.

He found 
Columbus. He raised upa Washington. He founda 
man to bridge the ocean. He inspired a man to speak 
around the world.

BROTHER JONAS BYRKIT, 

The melancholy tidings of whose death we sent a brief 
announcement last week, was born August 11, 1814, in 
Miami County, Ohio, and when young came with his 
parents to Henry County, Indiana, and on the farm on 
which they moved he lived during the period of his 
subsequent life. He was married to Miss Sarah Coon 
December 30, 1836. It is quite probable that he joined 
the Christian Church sometime during April 1843, in 
which he lived until he passed to the church tri- 
umphant above. He grew up with the country, and 
was intimately connected with its enterprises, rejoicing 
in its progress and sharing largely in its labors. 

He was indomitable in his perseverance, and of un- 
bounding energy. The word “fail” did not seem to be 
in his vocabulary. In the true sense of the word, he 
was a working man. In temporal matters, he was act- 
ive, diligent, and prompt; and in spiritual matters he 
carried with him the same qualities, only in a much 
higher degree of development. 

In protracted meetings he had remarkable success. 
The blessing of God attended his labors, often to an 
extent that astonished even the skeptic. In the house 
of God when it was possible, his place was not vacant. 
The day was never so cold and stormy, the night so 
dark, that he was not found in the place of worship. 
His services were sought far and wide, and when it 
could be done, they received from our brother a cor- 
dial response by his presence. He refused to be known 
by the appellation of preacher. He would say, “ That 
is not my work.” He invariably said, “It is my mis- 
sion under God to confirm the wavering and to 
strengthen the weak;” and to this he was peculiarly 
adapted, and we do not entertain a doubt that he was 
instrumental in bringing a great many to Christ, that 
will be in his crown of rejoicing bright stars. 

His faith in God knew no impossibility. It was of 
that character which overcomes the world. Every day 
and every hour gathered new strength as he neared the

For some time his health, once, as physicians would 
say, in a perfect condition, has been gradually but 
surely failing. In consequence of his ardent desire to do 
good, he continued to go when his failing strength for- 
bid. His motto was, ‘Work while I can.” But in 
consequence of great exposure and toil through which 
he had passed, his constitution, once so vigorous, gave 
way. Some time in January last he closed his active 
labors, and came to his home to leave it no more till 
taken away by the funeral cortege. His sickness was 
protracted, but he endured it with far more than ordi- 
nary patience. In the very outset of his confinement 
to his room to him it was a fixed fact that he would 
not get well. He did not express any desire to do so, 
and was calm and resigned. If he had any preference, 
it was to depart and be with Christ. He frequently 
exclaimed, “I have lived a long time, and I feel that 
my work is done.” He said to the writer of this, “I 
Kach day, he grew more feeble. 
His vitality ebbed away, but his immortality manifest- 
ed itself more and more. To his friends he ever showed 
the same cordiality, though in consequence of great 


| prostration he could not talk much with them. On 


April 11, 1884, at 1 o’clock p. M., he crossed the River. 


| He tenderly bade the dear ones farewell, and had words 


of love for all. He said, “I am waiting my robe of 
righteousness; one more step and it will be given.” 
Just before he expired he was asked if he wished to be 
raised, and his answer was, “ Raise me nearer to the 
eross.” Serene as the dying day, his tried spirit passed 
His sun reeeded without a cloud. He laid aside 
the cross and received the fadeless crown. He went 
from his house below to the palace of God above. 

His funeral took place on the following Sabbath 
The very solemn services were held in the Friends’ 
Church in Spiceland. The Revs. Hile and Thomas, of 
the Wesleyan Methodist and Friends’ churches, de- 
‘livered discourses on the occasion, and the services 
were participated in by many others.

“That this conference pledge to the Richwood Church 
one hundred dollars, to be taken from twenty-five cent 
collections from churches composing the Ohio Central 
Christian Conference.’ 

“That this conference adopt the plan for the collection 
of funds for missionary purposes as presented by Elder 
Knight to the Quadrennial Convention, to-wit: That the 
membership of the respective churches belonging to the 
Ohio Central Christian Conference each pay twenty-five 
cents per year.”
